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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The need for increased municipal services to keep pace with the 
increased residential and commercial growth was most evident during 1987. 
Your selectmen felt the pressure as did each department head. Short and 
long range problem solving became a daily routine. All department heads 
responded to the additional workloads placed upon their departments, and 
the annual budgets reflect these demands. 

Long range plans are being formulated for the disposal of all solid 
wastes. A septage committee has been formed to look into all alternatives 
to septic systems. Your selectmen are exploring a clean potable water 
source for future generations to enjoy, and the New Hamphire Department 
of Environmental Services is placing pressure on all cities and towns to 
solve the solid waste disposal problems. 

Growth issues are being addressed by our planning board and the 
preservation of green space is the goal of our conservation commission. 
With the growth splurge during the past three years, these are important 
issues that must be faced. All growth management plans must be carefully 
scrutinized as many neighboring towns are faced with legal action for 
implementing such plans without sufficient documentation to back up the 
action. 

Now that the sanitary landfill has been capped, the site will remain 
unused for many years while the test wells are monitored. This monitoring 
will reveal the progress of the cleansing of the underground water supply. 
We thank you all for being patient during the capping construction, and 
hope that the availability of the landfill site for brush and metal twice 
monthly will provide some relief to disposal problems. 

After fourteen years, the town was reassessed by the New Hampshire 
Department of Revenue Administration. A revaluation is not an easy 
procedure and in our case, it took over a year and a half to complete. 
Now that it is completed, all properties are valued at 100% of their 
true value. 

We regret that the 1987 tax bills were delayed, but this could not 
be helped inasmuch as the revaluation was not completed until late 
November, and then the tax rate had to be set, two months later than 
usual. The ability to prepay property tax bills was accomplished through 
voter approval at a special town meeting. This somewhat relieved many 
property owners that wished to pay their bill prior to the end of the 


year. Again, we thank you for your understanding and cooperation during 
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Selectmen's Report (cont'd.) 


this trying period. 

One unfavorable result of the town's growth has been the lack of 
affordable housing. Many new residents have been unable to secure 
affordable rental apartments in town. This is not just a local problem, 
but it is most prevalent in the southern part of the state. 

During 1987 we lost our longtime Fire Chief, John D. Fitzgerald. 
The new public safety complex has been renamed in his honor, recognizing 
the many years that John dedicated to the department as well as his 
efforts in securing larger quarters for the fire department. 

In the fall of 1987, selectman Alexander Brown, Jr. resigned, and 
we thank him for his tow and a half years of dedication as a selectman. 
Many of you will remember Brownie as Plaistow's police chief. We wish 
him well in his current pursuits. Brownie was replaced by former selectman 
Charles Graham who had served during the early '80's. Charlie will not 
seek the office again, so we take this opportunity to thank him for 
fillingsans 

For the future, we will be seeing the state replace the Westville 
railroad overpass bridge with a wider span and approaches. This should 
help alleviate some of the traffic problems in that area. We recognize 
that the drainage problems exist in town and we will continue to address 
this problem. Because of the many underground springs around town, 
coupled with the additional growth, these problems will not lessen 
until town-wide drainage is installed, and that solution is one of 
great expense. 

Plaistow is no longer the small rural town of the sixties. Although 
pockets of rural serenity can still be found, the town as a whole is 
becoming an extension of our Massachusetts border towns. Because of this, 
we must think ahead and plan for future growth. The master plan that 
is being prepared by a planning consultant will address how the town 
should go forward in the future. We look forward to it's completion. 

Also in the town's future is a professional town manager that 
will work with your selectmen and oversee all departments. 

We wish to extend our thanks to our administrative and clerical 
staff that performs so knowledgeably in their particular areas. We 


also thank our department heads on whom we depend to run their departments 
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Selectmen's Report (cont'd. ) 


efficiently. We thank our fellow elected officials for their fidelity 
and support. And last but not least, we thank you...the citizens of 

Plaistow...for your support during these changing times. We take this 
opportunity to wish you all a happy new year and send a warm welcome

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


On the seventeenth of October, 1987, Chief John D. Fitgerald answered 
the "last alarm". A Fire Department is trained to answer the alarm and 
solve the problem, whatever it may be. As a Fire Department works as a 
team, we will continue to do that; but not without a feeling of sadness 
and loss. Our "Chief" was our friend. Thirty-nine years of service 
shows his love and devotion to the Plaistow Fire Department. We feel 
that is was a fitting tribute that the safety complex was named the 
"John D. Fitzgerald Safety Complex". The official dedication will be 
in the spring and we hope that all John's friends will attend. 

This year set another record for alarms, 472. We had 68 rescue 
squad only calls (6pm to 6am), 146 daytime rescue calls, 102 auto 
accidents, 17 mutual aid calls, etc. We had only three chimney fires 
which we would like to think was a result of our fire prevention and 
inspection department. 

Two new pieces of apparatus placed into service, engine 7 as a 
replacement and snorkel 8, a used 75 ft. aerial tower that is Plaistow's 
first aerial apparatus, were welcome additions to the department. 

A lack of house numbers that are visible from the street is still 
a major problem for us. A house on fire is quite easy to see, but valuable 
time can be lost in responding to a-heart attack victim or some other 
medical emergency when the home does not have a visible house number. 
These numbers are required by town ordinance. 

Occupancy permits are required and must be obtained prior to any 
occupancy of a house or business. Wood stoves and oil burners must be 
inspected and have a permit signed by the inspection division of our 
department before use. Smoke detectors are required for all residences. 

I would like to thank the officers and men of the department for 
their continued hard work and devotion to what is a difficult and very 
time consuming job. Wearing the "pager" means that your time is not your 
own . Anytime of the day or night, you must be ready to answer the 
call. All the hours working on the equipment and in training sessions 
is worth it because you get the feeling of satisfaction of a "job 
well done and a person in need that is helped". The citizens of Plaistow 
Should be proud of their Fire Department and Rescue Squad. 

WE have received total cooperation from the Board of Selectmen, the 
Police Department, Highway Department and each and every town employee. 
For this I give many thanks.

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Report of the Chief of Police 


In the following pages of the Town Report, residents and tax- 
payers of the Town of Plaistow will find the Annual Report of the 
Plaistow Police Department. The report represents an accounting of 
all activity within the Department during 1987. 


1987 marked the first full year of the current administration; 
a year full of rewards and satisfaction. The Department was blessed 
with an officer staff of which any Town or City in New Hampshire 
could be proud and is reflected in their productivity for the year. 
We added two full-time officers as approved by the voters as well, 
as an additional full-time secretary and dispatcher. We as a De- 
partment, are most fortunate to have chosen such talented and 
dedicated people. 1987 was also an incredibly busy year. We ex- 
perienced tremendous percentage increases in most reporting areas 
and I believe that the increases are directly related to growth. 
Our arrests, at the same time, increased approximately 150% and 
our court cases about 31%. 


A major goal of the Department during 1987 was to bring about 
internal stability and improved morale. The goal was realized and 
is reflected again in our productivity. 


Several members of our staff participated in various training 
schools during the year as offered by the New Hampshire Police 
Standards & Training Council and other agencies. The schools were: 
Intoximeter, Firearms Instructor, Interviews and Interrogations, 
Basic Recruit Training, First Line Supervision, Arson Investigation 
(St. Anselm's), Hazardous Waste Emergency Response, Defensive Driv- 
ing, Explosive Recovery, English for Police, Criminalistics, Identi- 
kit System, Basic Fingerprinting, Report Writing, Connecticut 
Criminal Investigator's School, Basic Drug School, PR-24 Recerti- 
fication, Boston Police Motorcycle Operations, Street Survival & 
Tatics, Tatical Communication, Officer Survival School, and Part- 
time Officer Certification Courses. In one particular instance, we 
placed a Sergeant with the 79th Recruit Academy at New Hampshire 
Police Standards & Training for a period of ten weeks to act as an 
advisor for which the Town was reimbursed $3,600.00. 


As of November 1, 1987, Sergeant Thomas Bourque rejoined our 
Department after a lengthy absence due to Workers' Compensation 
reasons. As of January 1, 1988, he will handle all District Court 
prosecutions whenever possible and all investigations/follow-ups. 


Budget year 1988 will be an important year for the Department 
and Town as far as the Communications Center is concerned. We will 
be budgeting for a 2 position radio console and reel-to-reel re- 
corder and sufficient dispatchers in order to realize our goal of 
24 hour dispatch, 7 days a week. The cost to implement is indeed 
expensive, however, if we delay another one or two years, I believe 
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the costs become greater and more of a burden on taxpayers. With the 
addition of more dispatchers and the equipment, we will have the 
Safety Building open around the clock, answer our telephones around 
the clock, dispatch our own Town services (police, fire, highway) 
around the clock, and, in short, be much more responsive to resident's 
needs. I would respectfully ask for your consideration and support for 
these warrant articles for budget year 1988. 


In closing, it has been a very rewarding year for the Police 
Department. In large part, the rewards are a result of support by 
Townspeople, Selectmen and Budget Committee members. I also believe 
that the achieved successes of the Department occurred because of 
the high caliber of sworn and non-sworn police personnel.

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REPORT OF THE PLAISTOW PARKS AND RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


Recreation is not a tangible, static thing but a vital force 
influencing the lives of people within the community. Recreation is the 
condition that. result when an individual engages in an activity which 
yields an experience characterized by a sense of well-being and self 
expression. Providing for recreational activities can be seen as a means 
of reducing delinquency and crime, of building and sustaining physical 
and mental health, of developing character and positive attitudes. 
Therefore, it is a matter of public concern that recreation opportunities 
be available for all the people. 

As of September 8, 1987 the town of Plaistow added a new full time 
Parks and Recreation Department. The department is responsible for the 
upkeep of town owned parks as well as administer and provide well rounded 
recreational programs and activities for the youth, adults and senior 
citizens of the community. In the past years, the leagues and activities 
sponsored by the Plaistow Recreation Commission have offered fine 
recreational opportunities through volunteer coaches and parents. The 
summer recreation programs had a successful season this year with well 
over 200 youngsters registered. Activities included arts and crafts, 
gym and playground programs and weekly special events. This year we 
hope to provide a six week full day program with added organized sports 
activities including tennis, boys baseball, girls softball, and provide 
weekly swim trips and special events for youngsters of all ages. In 
addition to our summer program we provide activities during Old Home Day, 
trips and activities for senior citizens, conduct outdoor concerts and 
community trips. Other programs include girls baskeball program, girls 
softball, gymnastics, teen dances, Junior Football league and Little 
League baseball. In addition, this year we look forward to provide a 
certified Aerobics Program and Pee-Wee Basketball program. Also, a 
community survey will be conducted to acquire information from residents 
as to the programs and facilities they would like to see become part of 
the community. 

During the year, the Parks and Recreation Department works with 
various community organizations and civic groups within the community 
including the Plaistow Recreation Commission, the Garden Club, Lions 
Club, Board of Selectmen, Budget Committee, and the New Hampshire Parks 
and Recreation Association.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


I joined the Plaistow Highway Department on the first of July, 1985 
and became the department foreman in April of 1986. Since April of 1987, 
I have been the department supervisor. Richard Doyle is our foreman, and 
Mario Mejia and Dan Garlington round out our 4-man department. 

It is our responsibility to maintain all town roads, and this 
includes winter and summer maintenance, installation and maintenance of 
drainage, erection of road signs, painting safety lines on roads, clearing 
roadside brush to improve visibility at intersections, installation of 
guard rails, and maintenance of our vehicles and equipment. We also 
supervise the disposal site when the capped landfill is open for brush, 
metal and clean wood disposal. 

Listed below are some of our major projects that were completed in 
LOB Ii 

ROAD PAVING: Nine roads were repaved and three roads were shimmed 
for a total of 6.4 miles. 

SHOULDER WORK: Five miles of road was cut back with our loader to 
remove the grass, leaves, brush and other debris that had encroached onto 
the paved parts of the roadways. This was completed prior to roads being 
hottopped and drainage installed. 

BRUSH WORK: 7.6 miles of roadway was cleared of overgrown brush last 
spring and summer. 

DRAINAGE: the department installed two badly needed catch basins with 
the accompanying drainage last year. One was installed on Witch Lane and 
the second at Kelley Road. We used 1,300 feet of drainage piping on these 
projects. 

COLD PATCH: approximately 200 tons of cold patch was placed during 
1987. Due to the lack of a proper road base on most town roads, pot holes 
appear almost overnight. 

This has been a most rewarding year for your new supervisor, and 
a challenge to work in a growing community. Special thanks to two local 
contractors, Dave Hoyt and John Galloway, for giving us a needed hand 
when needed. Our crew is dependable and reliable and I thank my men for 
working cooperatively with the public in the maintenance of our roads. 

We would also like to hear from the townspeople, and will gladly listen 
to suggestions. The number of the town garage is 382-6771.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Another year has passed and again, through the generosity of the 
townspeople, the library has grown and changed with the times. With the 
passage of Warrant Article #30 at the March 1987 Town Meeting, we were 
able to add an additional person to our staff and open another day, thus 
allowing the library to be open six days a week. The additional staff 
member has allowed us to expand our services in the area of programming 
and to complete more in-house projects. 

As the number of volumes in the library increases more space is 
needed; not only for books but also for all the necessary data needed 
to efficiently operate the library. We have been very fortunate in that 
we were able to purchase both a new card catalog and a computer this 
past year to aid the staff in these efforts. 

The computer will be used initially for cataloging books, patron 
registration, data dathering, bookkeeping, and accessing the New 
Hampshire State Library Union Catalog. As the library operations expand 
the computer has the capabilities to handle anticipated demands. The 
staff, as well as the town, will benefit tremendously as the computer 
becomes an integral part of the everyday operation of the library. 

We had a terrific response this year to our Summer Reading Program, 
"Journey of the Mind". Over 100 children completed the program, breaking 
all circulation records for the summer months and keeping the library 
staff very busy! It was so encouraging to see such involvement and 
enthusiasm from the children of Plaistow and to see the library used 
so extensively. 

As in previous years, the library was also used by Pollard School 
children on a weekly basis as well as by local kindergartens and the 
Summer Recreation Program. The weekly preschool Story hours were conducted 
by Jennie LeBlanc and Jan Hamilton directed elementary school age programs 
after school. All programs were extremely popular and filled to capacity. 

It has become obvious to the staff, as the number of children 
participating in programs has dramatically increased, that there 
is a real need for children's services in Plaistow. We are constantly 
trying to meet that need by offering a larger number and wider variety 
of programs for children. 

Again, the Friends of the Library have been a vital support group 
this past year. They provided the financial backing for many projects 


that would not have been possible without their support. Their third 
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annual quilt raffle was a beautiful success and I would like to thank 
every member for all their efforts, not only on the quilt project but 
throughout the year. 

I would like to thank all individuals who donated time, books, or 
money to the library, including the Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts who chose 
uS aS a community project. Your concern and involvement are so important. 
Also, thank you to the Plaistow Co-operative Bank for providing us again 
with a year's supply of bookmarks and bags. 

I would like to thank the Board of Trustees. They have dedicated 
considerable time and effort to the library and all their concern and 
energy are appreciated by the entire staff. 

I would like to especially thank all the members of our staff, 
Jennie LeBlanc, Marge Knowles, Flo Rullo, Jan Hamilton, Lori LeBlanc, 
Kathy Britton, Clifton Cook and Gail LaFayette.

The vitality and enthusiasm they 
bring to their work create an active, growing library and I am very 
fortunate to be able to work with all of them.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


In 1987, Charles Graham and Clifford Miller, Jr. resigned from the 
Planning Board, being replaced by Susan Collins and Charles Scala. 
Richard Foster and Timothy Moore, Chairman of the Conservation Comm- 
ission, were appointed as alternates. 

In April, 1987, Bonnie Kissel was elected chairman and John Pichowicz, 
Jr. was elected as secretary. 

This year 13 subdivisions were approved, creating 30 residentail lots, 
with an average size of 2.63 acres; 6 industrially zoned lots with an 
average size of 8.21 acres. 28 site developments were approved as follows: 

13 for expansion of existing sites 

5 new commercial ventures 

o new industrial sites 

4 condominium sites creating 101 units. (These projects 
were before the Planning Board months before the receipt 
of COG's petition to eliminate Article XIII - Cluster 
Development, from the Zoning Ordinance. ) 


1 Multi-family in Commercial I, consisting of 40 units. 


6 lot line adjustments were approved, all in the residential zone, 
to bring existing non-conforming lots up to today's standards. 90 units 
were approved for conversion to condominiums, consisting of duplex and 
quads. 

In May of 1987, the Board of Selectmen, on the recommendation of the 
Planning Board, contracted with Hans Klunder, planning consultant, to 
amend the master plan, develop a new capital improvements plan, and to 
prepare appropriate amendments to the town's zoning in relation to the 
master plan. 

Mr. Klunder suggested that the Planning Board put together a group of 
residents that would attend the meetings and act as a sounding board. 
This was done, and at this time the Planning Board wishes to thank this 
group for their faithful attendance at these meetings. We appreciate the 
time and effort you have thus far devoted to our efforts. 

A meeting schedule was provided by Mr. Klunder (the 2nd and 4th 
Tuesday of each month). The starting date was July 8th, with an 
anticipated completion date of March of '88. This schedule was posted 
throughout the town to notify residents of these public meetings. The 
meetings have been well attended; community awareness and participation 


have certainly been revived, to the delight of this Board. Our volunteer 
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Planning Board (cont'd. ) 


form of government depends on its residents to donate time and devote 
effort to keep Plaistow intact, a desirable community to live in, while 
moving along with the times. 

However, it is the opinion of Mr. Klunder and the members of the 
Planning Board, that this original schedule was unrealistic, and must 
be revised. Additional time must be provided to develop a master plan 
that will encompass the needs of Plaistow. New Hampshire Legislation 
and Judicial Process, use a town's master plan as a basis for defending 
the actions of the community. 

More time and effort must be expended to evolve a plan that is tailored 
to the needs and desires of the residents; a plan that will assure you and 
your children, and, their children, the lifestyle they have chosen, in a 
town, we all helped to build; a town with a future. 

First priority, a workable master plan, then zoning changes, capital 
improvement plan, and, if needed, a special town meeting to vote on 
zoning. When the new schedule of meetings is received, it will be posted. 
(It will have been received before this report is printed). It is hoped, 
that the indications of increased community awareness and participation 
will continue at the future meetings. 

The Planning Board thanks you, the residents, for your help and 
support in this effort.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING INSPECTOR 


1987, similar to 1986, continued to be a year of growth for the 
town overall with an increase of 8%. Since real estate sales have fallen 
off in recent months, I anticipate a leveling off of the growth for new 
residential construction in 1988. There are two approved town house 
developments that have not been built. They may or may not be built in 
1988. One is scheduled for the spring and will house 24 families. The 
other project is for 48 more families. I believe that Single family 
dwellings, built on speculation, will slow slightly. 


I believe commercial and industrial development will continue to be 
strong based on projects already approved plus the widening of Plaistow 
Road and the B & M bridge. 


The Inspection office has been very. busy and will continue to be in 
1988 keeping up with the challenge of giving the homeowner and potential 
homeowner or commercial tenant the best product the construction industry 
has to offer.

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REPORT OF CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


1987 has been a trying and stressful year for code enforcement. Due 
to the amount of construction, both residential and commercial very little 
time if left to effectively enforce the Town's Zoning and Land Use ordin- 
ances.

This office receives code violation complaints on a daily basis, 
ranging from commercial sites not adhering to their site plans, or commerc- 
ial sites expanding their sites without the planning board's approval. Any 
time a new or revised plan is approved by any board, it is the code 
official's responsibility to see that the site conforms to the plan. The 
Town has approximately twenty (20) pages of zoning and land use regulations. 
Most of these are the responsibility of the code official to enforce. For 
1988, I am making a commitment’ to do my best to enforce all regulations and 
make every attempt to bring longtime, existing non-conforming sites, both 
commercial and especially residential, into conformance. All complaints will 
be handled A.S.A.P. and with a little cooperation from both communities 


perhaps the number of violations will decrease.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


The year 1987 turned out to be a record setting year for the Town of 
Plaistow. In April, Phil Auger, the County Forester for the N.H. Cooperative 
Extension Service, and myself measured a State Record tree behind the town 
library. The European Larch, which is a cone bearing deciduous tree, is 
located on Linden Lane at the home of John Hallihan and Kimberly Ingalls. 
The tree was measured at eleven feet and eleven inches in circumference, a 
height of ninety-three feet and a crown spread of sixty-seven feet, totaling 
two hundred fifty-three points. The tree, now a State Champion, dethroned 
the former Champion located in Newmarket, N.H., which was one hundred and 
fifty-eight points. Our tree narrowly missed becoming the National Champ 
by nine points. 

Once again, most of the budget was used for tree and stump removal. 
Many trees were taken down on Forest Street, West Pine Street, Smith Corner 
Road, Hale Spring Road, OldTown Road, Old County Road, Maple Avenue and 
Witch Lane. There were several calls for limbs in the roadways; one large 
Catalpa branch was cleared from Chandler Avenue which snarled traffic for 
an hour or so. 

One tree was planted this year, a Katsura tree on the Town Green by 
the Plaistow Garden Club. This tree was added to the many beautiful trees 
on Town Green. It should be a very colorful Spring on the Green...don't 


miss it!

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SAFETY COMMITTEE 


Probably the most important accomplishment for the town and for the 
Highway Safety Committee was the firming up of a reconstruction date for 
the Route 125 B&M Railroad overpass. 

If everything goes as scheduled, Plaistow will have more than one 
mile of four-lane highway, and a new bridge, along its busiest state 
street. The town owes a big thank you to its legislative delegation for 
the fight our senators and representatives, as well as our governor's 
councilor, fought to retain the overpass project in the 1989 TIP element. 

Our other principal project, that of constructing safe sidewalks 
in the center of town and near our schools, has been put on hold until 
the town can afford to purchase equipment to maintain sidewalks year 
round, equipment which would include a sidewalk plow for the wintertime. 
Our traffic is showing no signs of decreasing and it is time for the town 
to provide safe walkways for our children. 

The Highway Safety Committee regrets the passing of Fire Chief, John 
Fitzgerald. We miss his friendly, familiar face and his valuable input into 
our work. 

Your Highway Safety Committee exists to review plans submitted to 
it by both the planning board and the zoning board of adjustment, 
recommending approval or advising changes when we see potential traffic 
problems. It also responds to questions and projects posed by the Board of 
Selectmen or from the public. 

We always welcome input from residents at our meetings and invite 
the public to give us direction. 

The Highway Safety Committee regularly meets the Tuesday before the 
fourth Wednesday of each month, at 6:30pm in the town hall. We also meet

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REPORT ON THE TOWN WATER LINE 


The water lines in town proved that they are a must and certainly 
should be extended further up Route 125. The fire that destroyed the 
Agway shop and business on Route 125 was fed water from a hydrant located 
back at the Westville Market. 

The fire that burned down the Little River complex on Route 125 in 
Kingston had water that was being shuttled from hydrants at the Plaistow 
line on Main Street. 

We had one water line break by the former fire house on Main Street. 
A coupling had broken in half. We replaced more stainless steel pipes 
in the pumphouse on the jockey pump line. The high content of iron in 
the water is the cause for the pipes to spring leaks. 

This year a test was performed on both water lines, and for the first 
time, we opened a valve that joins the two lines. The success of the test 
proved that the town can supply the shopping areas along Route 125 with an 
adequate firefighting supply of water from the Maple Avenue lines.

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REPORT OF THE LAMPREY HEALTH CARE 


Lamprey Health Care will mark seventeen years of providing services in 1988. 

Two medical offices, one in Newmarket and one in Raymond, provide general medical 
care preventative health services, community outreach, social services and short term 
counseling with referral to mental health agencies. 

Services also offered by Lamprey Health Care include Senior Citizen Transportation 
and Information and Referral Services for Rockingham County. 

Lamprey Health Care's medical team consists of six physicians: Sarah Oxnard, MD, 
Pediatrician; Cynthia Rasmussen, MD, Obstetrician-Gynecologist; and four Family 
Practioners, Edward Benoit, MD; Karen Brainard, MD; Paul Friedrichs, MD; and our 
newest member, Micki Kantrowitz, MD. Also on staff at Lamprey Health Care are Michael 
Lewis, Certified Physician's Assistant; Barbara Janeway, Nurse Practitioner; Anne 
Fawcett, Nurse Practitioner; and John Mark Blowen, Nurse Practitioner. Registered and 
Licensed Practical Nurses round out the Medical Team. 

The addition of physicians in recent years allows Lamprey Health Care to respond 
to the growing demand for services. 

Under the direction of Dr. Rasmussen, Lamprey Health Care operates a prenatal program 
which includes prenatal, delivery and postpartum care along with nutritional counseling, 
prenatal and parenting classes and social services and/or referral. 

Lamprey Health Care continues to operate the Senior Citizen Transportation Program. 
The transportation service enables senior citizens to remain independent, self- 
sufficient and active by providing the means to needed services, including medical, 
food shopping and recreational trips. Three of the five buses operated by Lamprey 
Health Care are equipped with hydraulic lifts to provide services to the handicapped.

Lamprey Health Care also operates the Rockingham County Info-Center which provides 
information and referral services to the residents of the county. Information is 
available to callers through a toll-free number on a wide range of subjects. The toll- 
free phone number is 1-800-582-7214. 

Tel-Med is a taped library of 'non-diagnostic" health information designed to provide 
basic facts about certain diseases, conditions or health issues. The library contains

As your community home health care agency, Derry VNA is commited 
to working with you to address the continuum of human health concerns in 
Plaistow from early childhood health promotion, to helping people recuperate 
at home after an acute espisode of illness, to caring for the elderly and 
handicapped in their homes. Our services are designed to build upon 
individual, family and community strengths. 

We are always looking for new ways to intergrate our traditional 
community values with continuing changes in human need and services. No 
other home care agency has these ties with your community. We would be 
delighted to talk with you about your ideas or your needs. We currently 
provide the following services: 

ACUTE CARE SERVICES including nursing, physical therapy, occupational 

therapy, speech therapy, home health aide services, and other 


specialized services such as intravenous therapy. 


DAILY SUPPORT SERVICES including maintenance nursing, home health 
aide, homemaker, respite care, chore services, in-home day care, and 


other specialized services. 


HEALTH PROMOTION SERVICES including well child clinics, immunizations, 
expectant parent classes, new born visits, senkor health clinics, 
public screening services, worker health, health promotion education, 
home visits, and other community services. 

The total value of all services delivered by Derry VNA in Plaistow last 
year was $59,638, a considerable increase over the prior year. For every 
dollar allocated by your town to DVNA, town residents received $4.62 worth 
of service. This is one of the highest ratios of allocation to service in 
our service area. Town allocations are used in the following ways: 

1. Most funding souces (Including Medicare, Medicaid, Title XX, state 

funding, insurance, etc.) are restricted to specific categories of 

illness, age, income, home bound status, time periods, or other 
restrictions. Increasingly, people who need home care services 

Simply do not fit those specific eligibility categories throughout 

the entire period of need. Town funds are used to match with private 

fees to extend services beyond the restrictions of those payment 
services. 

2. Some funding sources (especially Medicare, Medicaid, Title XX, and 
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State grants) pay only a portion of the total cost of the service. Town 
funding, along with United Way and other grants, are used to subsidize 
these payment sources. 

3. There are services for which the only payment source is Town 
allocations or a combination of Town funding with special grant funds 
such as Senior Screening Clinics. Sometimes Town funding is used as seed 


money to get a new service started.

EXTRACTS FROM MUNICIPAL BUDGET ACT - RSA 32 


32:4 AUTHORITY OF BUDGET COMMITTEE. In any town which has adopted the provisions of the municipal budget 
law, in addition to its other duties hereunder, the budget committee shall prepare a budget for any village district or 
precinct wholly within the boundaries of said town. The limitations upon town appropriations, provided by this chapter 
shall apply to appropriations for said districts or precincts and the commissioners of any such district or precinct shall 
be subject to the provisions of this chapter as other spending agencies of said town. In case of sudden and unexpected 
emergency the commissioners may apply to the Commissioner of Revenue Administration for a certificate of emergen- 


cy, as selectmen may do in the case of a town. 


32:5 PREPARATION OF BUDGETS. Selectmen, school boards, village district commissioners, all governmental of- 
ficers, and department heads, including officers of such self-sustaining departments as water, sewer, and electric depart- 
ments shall prepare a statement of estimated expenses and receipts for the ensuring fiscal year and submit the same 
to the budget committee at such time as the budget committee shall fix. Department heads and other officers shall 
submit their departmental statements of estimated expenditures and receipts to their respective governing boards before 
submission thereof to the budget committee. All moneys appropriated by the town, school district or village district shall 
be stipulated in the budget on a “‘gross’’ basis, showing revenues from all sources, including grants, gifts, bequests 
and bond issues, as offsetting revenues to appropriations affected. Upon receipt of the foregoing estimates of expen- 
ditures and receipts, the budget committee shall confer with selectmen, school boards, village district commissioners, 
and other officers and departments relative to estimated costs, revenues anticipated, and services performed; and it 
shall be the duty of all such officers and other persons to furnish such pertinent information to the budget committee. 
The budget committee shall thereafter prepare budgets according to rules which shall be adopted by the commissioner 
of revenue administration, pursuant to RSA 541-A, relative to the required forms and information to be submitted for 
town expenditures, school district expenditures and village district expenditures. Such budget forms shall include a 
separate column which indicates the recommended budget of the selectmen, school board or village district commis- 
sioners. It shall hold at least one public hearing on each budget, not later than 25 days before each annual or special 
meeting, public notice, and time of which shall be given at least 7 days in advance. After the public hearing, the budget 
committee shail prepare and submit to the selectmen, at least 20 days before the annual town meeting, for them to 
post with the town warrant, 2 copies of the budget prepared for the town, and 2 copies of other special items for pur- 
poses not included within the budget but which were requested by the selectmen, or by petition, and which the commit- 
tee does not wish to recommend, but upon which the voters at the town meeting are hereby entitled to vote. It shall 
likewise prepare and submit to the school board, or village district commissioners, at least 20 days before said annual 
meetings for posting by the school board or the village district commissioners with the warrants for their respective 
meetings, 2 copies of a school district or village district budget to be acted upon at the school village district annual 
meetings, and 2 copies of other special items for purposes not included within the budget but which were requested 
by the members of the school board or village district commissioners, or by petition, and which the committee does 
not wish to recommend, but upon which the voters at the school board or village district meeting are hereby entitled 
to vote. The budget committee shall not insert additional purposes of expenditures in any recommended budget at or 
after the public hearings required in this section, without first holding one or more public hearings on supplemental 
budget requests for town, school district or village district expenditures. 


32:8 LIMITATION OF APPROPRIATIONS. So long as the provisions of this chapter shall remain in force in any town 
the total amount appropriated at any annual meeting shall not exceed by more than ten percent the total amount specified 
in the budget for said meeting, and no appropriation shall be made for any purpose not included in said budget or in 
the warrant for the annual meeting. Money may be raised and appropriated for such items, but not to an amount which 
would increase the total appropriations, as recommended by the budget committee, by more than the ten percent al- 
lowed hereunder. The ten percent increase herein allowable above the total amount specified in the budget for said 
meeting shall be computed on the total amount recommended less that part of any appropriation item which constitutes 
fixed charges. Fixed charges shall include appropriations for: 

|. Bonds, and all interest and principal payments thereon; 
Il. Notes, except tax anticipation notes, and all interest and principal payments thereon; 
lll. Mandatory assessments imposed on towns, by the county, state or federal governments.
